Among the new 
stud^nSs were ll percen't of the Hawaii 1975 hig^ school graduates. 

^he trends noted abo,ve, especially ^her increases in classified, 
continuing, and part-time s'^tudents, have implicat ijons for planning.^ 
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A basic quest ion^about any enterprise is its "target group" or clientele. 
The major target group -of Coiminity college3 must be its regulat students, but 
others served caxmot be ignoi'ed. The size of the special student group 
continues to grow from year to year, and the impact of this group needs to be 
recognized. ' ' ' ^ 

As in past reports on student chCaracteristics, a registration count of 
all students in established credit programs as wejl as in other special 
progr^ns is included. The primary focus, however, is on regular students. 
Selected data on personal characteristics are presented in the .main section 
of this report; data on student enrollment by majors, in the appendices. 

Information on Hawaii Coimuinity College students is^ included for the 
first time since fall 1971. For this reason^he figures for the Community ^ 
College Syston differ from those cited in earlier reports. 

Source of Data * - ' * 

Except for Table I, data for this' report have been, abstracted from the 
SERs as of*October 15, 1975. (Th^se computer reports are generated from two , 
basic documents: (1) students' application forms or personal nistory forms; 
and (2) student registration forms.)

Student Status: the number of ^^continuing'' 'students increased 
considerably at all cmpdses and comprises a much larger 
proportion of the enrollees this fall af all except 
Kapiolani and Maui Community Colleges. (An increase in 
the proportion of transfer students is noted at these two 
campuses.) Transfer students comprise 12 percent of. the 
students. The great bulk of them are from within the UH ' 
Syston. 

High School' background r Slightly more thin one^fourth (27 percent), 
of the Hawaii 1975 high school graduates entered' the community 
colleges this fall. 

3. Pixifile of Students, by Program (Figures 2) : 

a. Liberal arts and vocational students are more similar than- 
dissimilar: more males ;^ age- -mid twenties; m?)re full-time 
students; average credit hours taken--M-12; more than half 
are ^^continuing** students., 

b. Unclassified students tend to differ from the liberal arts- 
vocational students: more fanales, older (mean age 30+), 
far more part-timers and as expected, lower ^^continuing** 
rates.-

The enrollment of 20,617 regular students at the oommunity colleges 
is an increase of over 3,000 students canpared to last fall.. More of the 
students this fall are classified, i.e., have educational goals, more ar^^

colleges this fall? Why arfe there over 2,000 more ^'continuin^Vstudents?'
